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LITERARY 


ABORIGINAL AMERICAN LITERATURE.— Dr. D. G. 
Brinton, of Philadelphia, who, from his antecedents, is 
well fitted for such a work, has set himself the task of 
collecting and preserving the literature of the aboriginal 
races of America, which sooner or later are destined to be- 
come extinct. Of this library three volumes have already 
appeared : first, the ‘‘ Maya Chronicles,’ five brief chronicles 
in the Maya language of Yucatan, written shortly after the 
conquest, and carrying the history of that people back many 
centuries, to which is added a history of the conquest by a 
Maya Chief, written in 1562; secondly, the ‘‘ Iroquois Book 
of Rites,” a native composition, which has been preserved 
orally for centuries in connection with the Huron-Iroquois 
League, and carries the history of North America back some 
fifty years before the time of Columbus; thirdly, the 
‘* Comedy- Ballet of Giiegtience ;” this production belongs to 
Central America, and is in the mixed Nahuatl-Spanish 
jargon of Nicaragua. The thanks and support of the students 
of Folk-Lore are due to Dr. Brinton for his endeavours to 
rescue from oblivion these remnants of aboriginal mind which 
have been handed down orally, as all literature was in early 
times. In connection with this aboriginal library we may 
mention a small volume of Dr. Brinton’s, entitled ‘Aboriginal 
American Authors and their Productions.” This volume is 
the ainplification of a paper laid before the Congrés Inter- 
national des Américanistes at Copenhagen, in August, 1883. 
In the introduction to this interesting bibliography, Dr. 
Brinton shows that races possessed of strong and vivid 
imaginations, and languages capable of the most metaphorical 
figurative and flowery descriptions, would stultify themselves 
and all their surroundings if they had no literary productions. 
Not only are story-tellers and legend-bearers as plentiful 
amongst the red men of the New World as amongst the 
Orientals of the Old, but their legends and stories are obliged 
to be good and well told, the language must be carefully 
selected and fluently expressed; no negligent or slip-shod 
style is tolerated by the audiences, To show the richness of 
some of the Aboriginal languages, Dr. Brinton mentions that 
Father Olmos, in his Aztec grammar, gives examples of 
twenty and thirty synonymous expressions, and a dictionary 
he possesses of the Maya, one of the least plastic American 
languages, contains over thirty thousand words, and scarcely 
a hundred of them borrowed from other tongues. 


THE Licgut or Asia.—An illustrated edition of Mr. 
Arnold’s celebrated work, “The Light of Asia,’”’ will be 
ready in October. It is proposed that the Illustrations shall 
be taken from Photographs of Buddhist Sculptures found in 
Ancient Ruins in India: — Yusufzai (Gandhara) in the 
Panjab; The Stupa of Bharhut in Nagode; The Sanchi 
(Bhilsa) and Amravati (Bombay) Topes; The Cave Temples of 
Ajanta in the Dominions of the Nizam, and in other parts 
of India. In these ruins have been found from time to time 
sculptures and frescoes which have been identified by eminent 
archeological authorities, both in India and at home, as 
actually illustrating scenes inthe Life of Gotama Buddha, the 
Founder of Buddhism, and the hero of Mr. Arnold’s poem. 
The sculptures, etc., have been estimated to be from 2000 
to 2400 years old. The work will be small quarto in size, 
and handsomely bound; the price will not exceed £1 ls. 
This Poem is also being translated into Bengali; and is 
likely to be reproduced in India in a Sanskrit version. 


Earty History or THE DEKKAN.— Professor Ram- 
krishna Gopal Bhandarkar has issued in 8vo. over 100 pages, 
‘The Harly History of the Dekkan down to the Mahomedan 
Conquest,” which was written for the Bombay Gazetteer. The 
Dekkan was an appellation used to denote the whole of the 
Indian Peninsula, south of the Narmada. The Professor has 
rendered good service by bringing the historical facts con- 
nected with this portion of India into a handy, reliable, and 
readable narrative. It is printed by the Government Central 
Press, Bombay. 


ANECDOTA OXONIENSIA.—Volume i. part 3, Aryan Series, 
of this work has been issued by the Clarendon Press; it con- 
tains the ancient Palm-leaves Versions of the Pragfid-Para- 
mité-Hridaya-Stitra and the Ushnisha-Vigaya-Dharani, 
edited by Prof. F. Max Miller and Priest Bunyiu Nanjio, 
with an appendix by G. Bihler. 

Tao Tew Kinea.—Mr. F. H. Balfour’s new translation of 
the Tao Teh King is announced to appear shortly. This work, 
which has received so far but indifferent treatment at the

hands of Anglo-Chinese scholars, is to be produced under 
Mr. Balfour’s auspices in quite a new dress. His translation 
will be, as far as we understand, nothing more nor less than 
a genuine Taoist interpretation of a Taoist work; instead of 
being based, like those of Julien, Chalmer, and others, upon 
such commentaries as it has pleased the orthodox anti-Taoist 
Confucianists to stamp with their approval as the true keys to 
this abstruse work. We look forward with great interest to 
the publication of Mr. Balfour’s book. 


THE LANGUAGES OF INDIA.—The Indian Census Report 
gives the number of those who speak the English language 
in India as 202,920, but this includes Hurasians and other 
natives, those of pure English origin not being seventy-five 
per cent. of this number. Canarese is spoken by eight 
millions; Gujerati, by nine millions; Tamil, by thirteen 
millions; Punjabi, by fourteen millions; Marathi, by seven- 
teen millions; Telugu, by over seventeen millions; Bengali, 
by thirty-nine millions; whilst Hindustani, or Urdu, including 
Hindi, is the language of eighty-two millions of inhabitants 
of India. 

MisstonaARY Work IN BurMa.—It is not many Missions 
that are self-supporting, though we believe the Moravian 
brethren make their missions so, but they are an exception. 
The Rev. C. H. Carpenter has issued a volume at Boston, 
Mass. (Triibner and Co., London), entitled ‘ Self-Support, 
illustrated in the History of the Bassein Karen Mission.” 
Bassein is the South-western district of the Pegu division, 
and contains about 7047 square miles, and 589,419 in- 
habitants, according to the census of 1881, of which 96,008 
are Karens, which is the race that support Dr. Carpenter’s 
mission. Missionary work was first commenced in this dis- 
trict as far back as 1835, by the Rev. Thomas Simons, when 
it formed part of the Burman Empire; Dr. Carpenter’s book 
traces the mission through persecution and various vicissitudes 
until 1840, when it may be said to have become thoroughly 
established, and from that time until 1880. Asa history of 
a self-supporting mission, this history of the Bassein Karen 
(Baptist) Mission is a valuable contribution to missionary 
literature, and shows what a community of savage demon- 
worshippers can do to assist in raising themselves out of such 
a state into one of civilization and comfort. The proceeds of 
the sale of the volume will be devoted to the support of the 
mission. 

THE HEBREW LANGUAGE.—Miss H. W. Hdersheim (Mrs. 
Herbert A. Giles) has placed in the hands of Dr. Green, for 
publication by the Society for Promoting Christian Know- 
ledge, a new work, entitled Hebrew Principia, being an intro- 
duction to the study of the Hebrew language, with grammar 
and exercises, the whole arranged upon a new and simple 
system. 

THE HoOLLANDERS IN Nova ZEMBLA.—A poem on the 
Arctic researches of the Dutch, with the above title, by 
Hendrik Tollens, has been translated by the Rev. Daniel 
Van Pelt, and will shortly be published by Messrs. G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, New York, with a preface and historical 
introduction by Mr. Samuel Van Campen, corresponding 
member of the Dutch and American Geographical Societies 
and the author of ‘‘The Dutch in the Arctic Seas.” 


A Runic INSCRIPTION IN THE NEw Wortp.—Mr. Henry 
Phillips, jun., has been investigating an inscription on a rock 
opposite the town of Yarmouth, Nova Scotia. In a pamphlet 
which he has sent us he translates it, ‘‘ Hakos son addressed 
the men” (Harkussen men varu). Haki accompanied 
Thorfinn Karlfsefne in 1007. 


BABYLONIA,.—The American Archeological Institute are 
about to send an expedition to Babylon consisting of the 
members of the Assos Expedition, headed by Dr. Ward. It 
will be called the Wolfe Expedition from the name of the 
donor of the funds, and will be an experimental or pioneer 
one. It will start this autumn. 

A New Sanskrit Dictionary.—Mr. V.S. Apte, Superin~ 
tendent of the New English School at Poona, to whom the 
student of Sanskrit already owes a very useful Guide to Com- 
position, has just brought outan English-Sanskrit Dictionary, 
which is certainly the best work of the kind published, and 
which will prove of great use to the students of Sanskrit at. 
our Universities, and to those who are preparing for the 
Indian Civil Service Examinations. The book contains as 
much as, and in some respects rather more than, the diction- 
aries which have hitherto been available, and it is preferable 
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to them on account of the frequent references to classical 
Sanskrit authors which have been given in it. Besides, it 
is so cheap that it may be said to be within the reach of 
everybody. 

PICTURESQUE WALES.—A mericans and foreigners wishing 
to visit Wales, the scenery of which, although on a small 
scale compared to some parts of the world, is as fine as 
any, and will well repay the tourist for his trouble, can- 
not do better than provide themselves with ‘“ Picturesque 
Wales,” a Hand-book of the Cambrian Railways, by Godfrey 
Turner. It is published by W. J. Adams & Son, 59, Fleet 
Street. 

THE EncuisH Faust.—Mr. W. Heinemann, the compiler 
of the Bibliography of Goethe’s Faust, has contributed to the 
Bibliographer, an essay towards a bibliography of Marlowe’s 
Tragical History of Dr. Faustus. 

EDUCATION IN THE U.S.A.—The twelfth annual report of 
General Eaton, the U.S. Commissioner of Education for 1881, 
has been issued. It isa bulky volume of about 850 pages. 
When it is taken into consideration that 8744 correspondents 
furnish the information contained in this report, and that 
over 8000 documents have been sent out for the collection of 
statistics, its late appearance is easily accounted for. The 
present volume contains information which shows the relation 
of the census to education that can only be obtained every 
ten years, when the census officers are at work. This portion 
of the report was compiled by Dr. Charles Warren, under 
the direction of the Commissioner.—Besides the annual 
report, we have received Circulars of Information, Nos. 2 and 
3, 1884. The first contains the Teaching, Practice, and 
Literature of Shorthand, which traces the art from 60 B.c., 
with a bibliography of the subject and a chart of the various 
shorthand alphabets. The second contains Illiteracy in the 
U.S. 1870 and 1880, by Dr. Charles Warren and an appendix 
on National Aid to Education, by J. L, M. Curry, LL.D. 
General Haton has also issued a preliminary circular respect- 
ing the Exhibition of Education at the World’s Industrial 
and Cotton Centennial Exposition. 


THE First SENATE OF THE UNITED StatTEs.—The first 
Senate of the United States met with closed doors, and no 
report of its proceedings was published, except such notices 
as are to be found in the writings of Jefferson, Madison, 
Walcott, and others. Under these circumstances, the “‘ Journal 
of William Maclay,” a Senator in Congress from the State of 
Pennsylvania, from April 24th, 1789, to March 8rd, 1791, isa 
very important historical document, as it covers a portion of 
the period during which the Senate sat unreported, which 
period extended from the lst to the 5th Congress. Mr. G. W. 
Harris, of Harrisburg, Pa., has edited and published 
Senator Maclay’s Journal (Harrisburg, Lane S. Hart; 
Washington, James Anglim; London, Triibner and Co.), 
under the title of ‘Sketches of Debate in the First Senate of 
the United States in 1789-91, by William Maclay.” This 
volume of course does not give the debates in extenso, but the 
gist of them, which is all that is necessary for the purpose of 
the historian. Amongst the questions which this Journal 
covers may be mentioned the inauguration of President 
Washington, at New York, in 1789, the official title for the 
President, the protective tariff, the location of the seat of 
Government, and the jurisdiction of the Federal Courts. 


THE Fruits oF FLoripa.—To those who think of orange 
growing and fruit raising in Florida, we would recommend 
** Harcourt’s Florida Fruits and How to Raise them.” There 
are still fortunes to be made in Florida in orange growing 
alone; the orange tree once established lives and flourishes 
to a great age, like the ediblechestnut. AtCordova there are 
trees living and bearing, known to be seven hundred years 
old, and they show no signs as yet of giving up, though their 
bark is gnarled and ragged. At Hampton Court, where the 
trees are kept under glass, there are some over three hundred 
years old. The orange tree appears to have originally come 
from India, and was brought by the Arabians into Persia, 
Syria, Africa, and Spain, from which countries it found its 
way into China, where it was at one time supposed to be in- 
digenous. Humboldt found wild orange trees in a great forest 
on the banks of the Reo Cedeno, but they had all come from 
seeds planted by the Spanish explorers of the New World. 


AMERICAN ORIENTAL SocieTy.—Proceedings at Boston, 
May 7th, 1884.—The Society met, as usual, in the Library of 
the American Academy, at ten o’clock. The meeting was 
called to order by the Vice-President, Dr. N. G. Clark, of 
Boston.—The following communications were presented at 
the meeting: 1. On a Cippus from Tarsus, bearing a Greek 
Inscription with the name of Paul, by Prof. Isaac H. Hall, 
of Philadelphia.—2. On a Shapira Roll in Philadelphia, by 
Prof, I, H. Hall.—8. On the Stanza, Rigveda x. 18, 14, as 


illustrating the Varieties of cumulative Evidence that may 
be used in the Criticism of the Veda, by Prof. C. R. Lanman, 
of Cambridge.—4. On the dialectic Equivalence of sh and nin 
Proto- Babylonian, by Carl F. Lehmann, of Hamburg.—5. On 
the Datavya Bharata Karyalaya in Calcutta, by Prof. Lan- 
man.—6. On the Unaugmented Verb-Forms in the Rig- and 
Atharva-Vedas, by Prof. John Avery, of Brunswick, Me.—7. 
The Study of Sanskrit and the Study of the Hindu Gramma- 
rians, by Prof. W. D. Whitney, of New Haven.—8. On the 
Cesnola Cypriote Inscriptions in New York, by Prof. I. H. 
Hall.—9. On the Northern Barbarians in Ancient China, by 
Pres. W. A. P. Martin, of Peking; read by Prof. Lanman. 
—10. On some recent Assyrian Publications, by Prof. D. G. 
Lyon, of Cambridge.—The customary vote of thanks to the 
American Academy for the use of its Lipeey was passed, and 
the Society adjourned, to meet in Baltimore in October. 


Messrs. LEE AND SHEPARD’S (Boston) PUBLICATIONS.—A 
useful illustrated class book for students of the ** Development 
Theory,’ embodying all the facts in support of it, and 
presenting a simple sketch of what Haeckel calls the 
‘‘ Natural History of Creation,” has been prepared by Joseph 
Y. Bergen, jun., and Fanny D. Bergen,—‘‘ Twelve Months in 
an English Prison” is a narrative by Susan Willis Fletcher, 
who was condemned for obtaining personal apparel and 
jewellery from a Mrs. Hart-Davies through alleged undue 
influence. Mrs. Fletcher and her husband have the reputation 
of being spiritualistic mediums.—‘t What shall we do with 
our Daughters?” by Mary A. Livermore, is a little book 
containing the substance of lectures delivered through the 
United States. In the last lecture the aim of the book is 
shown by the authoress in the fable of the mythical bird that 
had but one wing, neither the male nor female being able to 
fly alone, but when they came together on the wingless side, 
one pair of wings sufficed for both. The mythical bird she 
compares to humanity, and shows that its highest aims are 
developed by marriage.—‘ Life at Puget Sound,” by Caroline 
C. Leighton, is the narration of experiences of a sixteen 
years’ residence on the Pacific coast, in and around what will 
become a very important region on the completion of the 
Northern Pacific Railway, though according to the sketches 
before us it is now very primitive. 


Messrs. J. R. Oscoop & Co.’s (Boston, Mass.) RECENT 
PuBLIcAaTIoNs.—‘‘ The Ideas of the Apostle Paul translated 
into their Modern Equivalents” is a work by the Rev. James 
Freeman Clarke, the intention of which is to make plain the 
meaning of the writings of this most controversial of the 
early Christian writers. Mr. Clarke disclaims any intention 
to examine the Apostle Paul’s works, either critically or 
exegetically, but to make plain ‘the great beliefs of his soul, 
which have been so long hidden by an obscure theological 
phraseology.” The apostle Paul, though an enthusiastic 
Christian, was not contented with the plain and simple 
teachings of the founder of the Christian religion, but tried 
to build up a theological system of dogma, and perhaps, 
though unintentionally, his endeavours in that direction have 
been the cause of much of the controversy which has since 
enveloped Christianity.—‘‘A Midsummer Madness” is the 
title of a novel by Ellen Olney Kirk, the plot of which is laid 
in the United States, and which depicts life amongst the 
upper ten thousand there; it is cleverly put together, and is 
such a tale as ladies take up only to lay it down when they 
have read it through. 


HARPER AND BROTHERS PUBLICATIONS.—A most important 
contribution to the History of the American Civil War are 
the two volumes published by Messrs. Harper and Brothers, 
of New York, edited by Alfred Roman, in two thick 8vo. 
volumes, entitled, ‘The Military Operations of General 
Beauregard in the War between the States 1861 to 1865.” 
Mr. Roman was Aide-de-Camp and Inspector-General of the 
Staff of General Beauregard, so his knowledge of the subject 
is very complete and he has conscientiously performed his task 
with as little trace of bias as possible; in fact all his state- 
ments are supported by documents which there is no gain- 
saying. Like many of the competent generals of the world, 
General Beauregard was an engineer general, and there is 
no doubt that the thorough education which officers of 
engineers get adds much to their chances of success. No 
future historian of the war between the States must pretend 
to write a history of that struggle without having mastered 
the contents of Mr. Roman’s two volumes.—‘‘ Harper’s 
Monthly Magazine” for July (London, Sampson, Low, & Co.), 
the first we have seen for this year, is a particularly good and 
interesting number, both in reading matter and illustrations. 
What is now of special interest is the article on the Nile, by 
Dr. Trautvetter, which contains contributions from the pencil 
of Sir Frederick Leighton, P.R.A.,, which include pictures of

ABBOTT.—Professor Ezra Abbott, who died at Cambridge, 
Mass., on the 21st of March last, for New Testament exegesis 
had no equal amongst his countrymen, and very few in 
Europe. Like the Rev. Thos. Hartwell Horne, the English 
authority on the New Testament, who used to relate that 
he began life at a charity school, Prof. Hzra Abbott was 
the architect of his own fortune; born at Jackson, Maine, in 
1819, on the 28th of April, the son of a farmer; he gained 
his reputation by sheer hard work, and he was as amiable as 
he was learned. 


Lepstus.—By the death of Professor Karl Richard Lepsius, 
on July the 10th, the science of Egyptology has suffered a 


severe loss. He was born on the 28rd of December, 1810. 
His greatest work was the ‘‘ Denkmiler,” twelve folio volumes 
of plates on the monuments of Egypt and Kthiopia. We 
have not space to enumerate his other numerous and valuable 
works on Egypt and Egyptian antiquities. 


RoGcers Bry.—Edward Thomas Rogers, better known as 
Rogers Bey, died at Cairo on June the 10th. He held the 
post of British Consul, first at Damascus, and then at Cairo, 
He afterwards entered the service of the Khedive, and served 
in different capacities. He was a great authority on Hgyptian 
antiquities and Arabic coins, on which he wrote some 
valuable monographs,

It is believed to contain a list of all the books, pamphlets, 
and magazine articles on the question, as well as a large proportion 
of the reviews, the more important newspaper articles, etc. The 
notes’ and extracts following titles are very full and numerous, 
Printed on heavy linen paper with wide margins, uncut edges.
